| Only One Person In Fifteen Has Doth
Eyea In Good Condition,

Only one personn in 106 has both oyes
in good condition, and in T cnsos onb of
10 ane ey, generally the right, is
stronger than the other. Tt is found
that just ns people are right or loft
handod #o they are right or loft sight-
o, and whilo apparently looking with
both eyes they ofton really use only one
Out of 20 porsone whoso oyes wore tost-
od by o Gorman doctor two only woere
Tound to be left sighted,

The reason of the greater strength
gonernlly possossod by the right oye is
not altogother undorstood, but probably
tha natural tendency to the grester nse
of the right side of the body has some-
thing to do with it.  In uxing weapons,
for instance, mankind has boen tanght
fo wisnme for ages attitudes in which
the right hand and #lide have most exer-
cise, and this discipline has andoubted-
Iy had its effect on the eyo.

Ol sen paptaing ofter long use of the
toloscope find their right eyes much
stronger than the left—the direot effoact
of exercise. Thix law is conflrmod by
the exporience of auriste. If a person
who has ears of oqual hearing power
has cavse to use ono ear moroe than the
other for s long period, the ear bronght
into requisition is fonnd to be strongth-
enod nnd the ear not nsod loses its hear-
ing in a corresponding degroe, —Pitta-
burg Dixpntob.
